Roughly 600 Compulsory Sav¬ 
ing Cheques Will Arrive Here 
In March. 

According to local Post office 
officials, basing the estimate on 
the number of cheques issued 
last year, roughly 600 compul¬ 
sory savings cheques will be is¬ 
sued to Colemanites involved in 
the wartime savings extracted 
from them by the Dominion 
Government. In view of the fact 
that the Coleman average is 
higher than the national aver¬ 
age of $76 for each recipient, a 
sum exceeding $500,000 dollars 
will be handed out to the for¬ 
tunate 600. 

The cheques will be issued in 
alphabetical order so the “Zed- 
ders” will have to cool their 
heels for a few days longer than 
the “ABC” members of this 
mammoth savings share pool.

brook, started their number to 
the music of the old Clyde Mc¬ 
Coy classic. Sugar Blues”. Be¬ 
fore the youngsters were quart¬ 
er way through the act the 
yells of encouragement had 
turned into a roar of spontan¬ 
eous delight as Coleman’s na¬ 
tive daughter and her team¬ 
mate literally stopped the show 
with their amazing acrobatics.

Ratepayers Dislike 
Health Dept’s 
Voting System 


PASS MINERS FLOOD BALLOTS 
FAVORING AGREEMENT 


Art Exhibit 
Well Attended 


Ratepayers of L.I.D. No. 10 
in C.N.P. Municipal Hospital 
District Ask Department to 
Permit “Proper” Voting Pro¬ 
cedure. 

Monday, February 28, was the 
scheduled voting day of the 
ratepayers residing in Local Im¬ 
provement District No. 10 to 
fill the two vacancies on the 
Crows Nest Pass Municipal Hos¬ 
pital board. There were three 
nominations received. 

The vote was to be held In 
accordance with the Hospitals’ 
Act and the procedure was to 
appoint a chairman at a public 
meeting, permit ratepayers to 
ask questions pertaining to hos¬ 
pital administration, hear the 
three candidates speak, each in 
his own behalf, and then vote 
by ballot on the two candidates 
whom they considered best fit¬ 
ted for the job. 

The meeting started at 2.30 
p.m. Monday with A. Balloch 
acting as Returning Officer and 
John Dudley appointed as 
chairman. It was quite evident 
from the start that the sixty or 
so persons present, with a few 
exceptions, were strongly op¬ 
posed to the voting procedure 
as outlined in the Act. Encour¬ 
agement was given them by the 
Chairman who also voiced op¬ 
position to the scheme. The 
meeting progressed up to the 
point when the three candidates 
had spoken when again opposi¬ 
tion to the voting procedure 
flared up. Despite the fact that 
the Act was explained to them 
on two occasions the ratepayers 
present voted overwhelmingly 
In favor of cancelling the meet¬ 
ing and demanding that the 
Department of Health agree to 
authorize a “proper” vote when 
polls could be set up throughout 
the district, deputy Returning 
Officers, poll clerks, etc. be lined 
up and that the vote take place 
on Monday, March 7. 

A detailed report of the meet¬ 
ing has been sent Mr. E. E. 
Maxwell, supervisor of muni¬ 
cipal hospitals, who authorized 
the meeting to which the L.I.D. 
ratepayers objected to and it 
will be he who will determine 
just what the next move will be.

Paintings by Lethbridge Art¬ 
ists Excite Interest of Cole¬ 
man Art Lovers: Several 
Local Scenes. 

The Art Exhibit staged In the 
High School Auditorium on Fri¬ 
day drew a good response from 
Coleman art lovers despite the 
short notice given them of Its 
presentation. Sponsored by the 
Alberta Teachers’ Association of 
Coleman, the Exhibtion con¬ 
tained the paintings of the 
Lethbridge branch of the Feder¬ 
ation of Canadian Artists. A 
great deal of Interest was cen¬ 
tred on those productions with 
local background, “Mine” — 
Crows Nest Pass, by E. S. Falers, 
A.A.S.A., of the Y.M.C.A., Leth¬ 
bridge excited a general discus¬ 
sion as to what mine Mr. Falers 
was depicting. The argument 
was still continuing when we 
left, but it was fairly obvious 
the artists was trying to con¬ 
vey the general idea of a Pass 
mine rather than any one par¬ 
ticular surface operation. 

One of the outstanding oils 
on display was the work of a 
Macleod artist, Annora Brown. 
Titled “After Glow”, it caught 
the twilight mood with stun¬ 
ning effect and drew compli¬ 
mentary remarks from all sides 
In his painting, “Canmore” Mr. 
Faiers appeared to have achiev¬ 
ed a greater sense of clarity 
than In his Crow’s Nest Pass 
work, but it must be remember¬ 
ed that here he was depicting a 
native scene, whereas In the 

Crow picture he sought to con¬ 
vey a general Impression. 

The rolling effect secured by 
M. Pisko, A.A.S.A., of Lethbridge, 
In his work entitled, “Strips” 

was an outstanding feature of 
the exhibit and Coleman pa¬ 
trons, well acquainted with 

strip-farming methods In the 

area they traverse on their trips 
to Lethbridge and Calgary, were 
unanimous in their convictions 
that Mr. Pisko had caught the 
rolling panorama with authen¬ 
tic effect. 

While these works based on 
territory familiar to local art 
lovers excited the main inter¬ 
est, the remaining productions 
were certainly not neglected. 
Every picture on display was 
given a thorough Inspection by 
the scores of enthusiastic pa¬ 
trons who toured the Auditor¬ 
ium during the afternoon. 

In conjunction with the Ex¬ 
hibition, luncheon service was 
operated by the Students Union, 
under the supervision of the 
following committee; Mrs. David 
Hoyle, Mrs. Horace Allen, Mrs. 
A. McLean, Mrs. J. Cousins, Mrs. 
J. McDonald and Miss A. Mer- 
cier. 

While it is unfortunate that 
the Exhibition was presented 
on such short notice, Mr. 8teve 
Ondrus and his co-workers are 
to be heartily congratulated on 
the initiative shown in present¬ 
ing a venture of this kind.

the contentious issues involved 
in the selection of the route to 
be followed by the Trans-Cana¬ 
da highway. 

“The conference failed to set¬ 
tle the issue, and the claim of 
the proponents of the Central 
route to ultimate preference 
was based on Mr. Manning’s 
statement that Alberta favored 
the Big Bend,” said Mr. Dickie-

WORLD FOOD SUPPLIES HAVE BEEN a constant source of interest 
and concern since production and distribution were so seriously disrupted 
by the war. For nearly ten years there have been critical shortages in 
many countries, for the end of the war did not bring a rapid solution to 
this gigantic problem. Recently the Food and Agriculture Organization of 
the United Nations issued a report on the present situation from the head¬ 
quarters at Lake Success, New York. While this report might be said to 
be more encouraging than any which have yet been issued by the F.A.O., 
it contained a number of grim facts, and predictions for the future were 
rjpt optimistic. 

The report showed that there are now 200,000,000 
Great Increase mwe people to be fed than there were before the 
In PoDuIntion war ’ while the volume of food production has not 

Ml ropu « increased. A plea was made, in this connection, 

for improvement in supplies of agricultural equipment, and in international 
trading and food distribution. While the Food and Agricultural Organiza¬ 
tion is assisting governments with technical advice on soil and food con¬ 
servation and other matters relating to crop production, it was stressed 
that agricultural production was primarily a matter of national concern 
and that governments were urged to take measures which would increase 
world food supplies.

Less V food shortage has eased somewhat in the western 

world. Warning was given, however, that these facts should not lead to a 
false sense of security. Reserves of world food supplies have been cut to 
a minimum, and the food situation in the coming year will depend on the 
1949 harvest. It was also pointed out that the increased dependence for 
world food supplies on the United States and Canada has heightened the 
danger of food shortages because of the uncertainties of the harvests on 
this continent. . As one of the great agricultural countries, Canada is con¬ 
cerned in this matter of world food supplies, and it is apparent that we 
must face continued responsibilities in this regard as long as production 
continues to be so far behind the needs of the increasing world population.

B.C. Man Trying 
To Preserve 1,000 
Years Of History 

PORT ALBERNI. — George Tran- 
field of Bainbridge doesn’t want 1,000 
years of history broken up in a saw¬ 
mill. - 

He will try to get the B.C. forests 
minister to preserve as a park a 
stand of giant firs in the headwaters 
of the south fork of Englishman 
River. 

Mr. Tranfield says .the trees sur¬ 
vived the great fire believed to have 
swept Vancouver Island 500 years 
ago. 

He thinks they are 1,000 years old. 
They existed long before big trees ' 
logged today started to sprout. 

Mr. Tranfield says there are pos¬ 
sibly 100 of the trees, more than 300 
feet high and from 36 to 45 feet in 
circumference. 

There is no clear-marked route 
into the area, but Mr. Tranfield 
knows a way and is willing to take 
interested persons. 

The area has two lakes, well-stock¬ 
ed with fish, known as Neely and 
Shelton. They appear on old maps 
as Panther and Echo Lakes.

OTTAWA.—The Yukon, where $48 
buys enough genuine fox pelts for a 
coat and $25 buys a cord of firewood, 
is a tourists’ paradise, Peter H. Ben¬ 
nett, deputy director of the United 
Kingdom Information Office, said

Unemployment Insurance Com¬ 
mission on Saturday, February 
5th. Mr. White said that the an¬ 
nual campaign Is making very 
good headway. Over 2300 em¬ 
ployers in this region have been 
contacted-by means of a circu¬ 
lar lqfcter from the Minister of 
Labour and fellow-up work on 
these contacts is being made by 
the respective local offices. Mr. 
White said that the results so 
far were most encouraging as 
well over 25% of the employers 
had already listed their require¬ 
ments. This is a very favourable 
response for such an early date 
as many employers are unable 
to state their requirements prior 
to the end of their fiscal year. 
The vacancies already on hand 
are being listed and soon will 
be made available to university 
students. 

Last year temporary offices 
of the N.E.S. were opened at the 
three prairie universities. These 
so facilitated the handling of 
students requiring permanent 
and temporary work that the 
university authorities have now 
made more space available and 
the university offices are now 
permanent fixtures. These are 
the only three such offices in 
Canada. 

Mr. White drew attention to 
the fact that the campaign this 
year is one of unusual signifi¬ 
cance in that the numbers in 
the graduating classes are the 
largest in the history of Can¬ 
ada and the largest they are 
likely to be for some time to 


come. In the engineering field 
alone there are nearly 3300 
members in the graduating 
classes of which over 800 are in 
the three prairie universities. In 
the faculty of commerce which 
is second largest In numbers, 
there are 1550 In the graduating 
classes of which 330 are from 
the three prairie universities. In 
both of these faculties and in 
most other faculties, about 65% 
of the graduating classes are 
veterans. 

Mr. White further noted that 
many employers realize that 
never before in this country has 
there been such a large num¬ 
ber of young people with good 
academic background seeking 
their first employment as there 
are this year. They are accard- 
ingly taking advantage of the 
opportunity to obtain the ser¬ 
vice of potentially first class ex¬ 
ecutive and technical personnel. 

In addition to graduates, it is 
expected there will be approxi¬ 
mately 4500 under-graduates of 
the three prairie universities 
registered for summer jobs.

Engineer Bradley Promises 

Action on Pincher-Lundbreck 

Stretch 

We learn that the prospects of 
a new road being built from Pin- 
cher to the Crow’s Nest Pass are 
being delayed by the adamant 
attitude of the towns of Lund¬ 
breck and Cowley toward the 
route chosen by the Provincial 
Government engineers. Despite 
the assurance of the Govern¬ 
ment that connecting roads 
would be built to give the towns 
access to and from the main 
highway, considerable pressure 
is being exerted to change the 
plans to include the two towns. 

In the meantime, N. F. Brad¬ 
ley has promised action along 
that stretch from Plncher to 
Lundbreck, and about halfway 
of the stretch from Pincher to 
Waterton Lakes. It is hoped to 
have' these stretches completed 
this year. 

REPORT OF INSPECTOR 
OF SCHOOLS 

Cameron school, housing 135 
pupils in grades 1 to 6, is an ex¬ 
cellent school building in very 
good repair. It is clean, airy, 
well-lighted; basements and 
halls are neat and clean. A very 
large grade 1 class (34 pupils) 
presented problems of organiza¬ 
tion which forced the splitting 
of grade 3. 

In Central school, due to the 
happy chance of an unusually 
small grade 9, it has been pos¬ 
sible to house both grades 8 and 
9 in the high school part of the 
building. As grade 9 is the last 
small class, no further relief of 
this kind can be expected to re¬ 
lieve the overcrowded condi¬ 
tions in the junior grades. In 
the high school section of the 
building, the classes enjoy many 
advantages of good lighting and 
good ventilation; but in the re¬ 
mainder of the building condi¬ 
tions are much less favorable. 
In several of the rooms lighting 
conditions are very bad. This is 
particularly true of the room 
occupied by Miss Sudworth’s 
class where the immature eyes 
of these young children are, 
without doubt, being perman¬ 
ently damaged. I would recom¬ 
mend an immediate program of 
lighting improvement com¬ 
mencing with this room—paint¬ 
ing the ceiling a flat white, the 
walls and woodwork either ivory 
or very light green; installation 
of fluorescent lighting; removal 
of the paint spotting and other 
dirt from the window-glass; 
substituting Venetian blinds for 
the present darkgreen roller 
blinds (Two of these would not 
go all the way up when I visited 
the room—thus cutting off more 
of the already entirely inade¬ 
quate glass area); Note: Vene¬ 
tian blinds can be so adjusted 
as to let the light in without 
letting .in sunglare which is very 
baa inT all the rooms with a 
southern exposure. 

There is a serious lack of co¬ 
ordination between the two 
schools. I have had occasion to 
note this in connection with the 
ordering and distribution of 
books and in connection with 
the planning of enterprise se¬ 
quences. It may be that the 
only workable solution to the 
coordination problem lies in the 
suggestion of the last paragraph 
below. 

The elementary teachers of 
Central school are making good 
use of the greatly improved re¬ 
ference library. Library facil¬ 
ities in Cameron school are still 
very meagre and are unorgan¬ 
ized. 

Your Board, like all other 
town and city boards, is faced 
with the problem of providing 
Increased accommodation be¬ 
cause of the’very large classes 
now entering school. The aver¬ 
age enrolment in your three 
junior grades is 63, in the three 
senior grades (7, 8, and 9) it is 
42. In view of the urgency of 
this problem, I would recom¬ 
mend that your Board make a 
careful study of the suggestion 
of the High School Inspector 
regarding a Crows Nest High 
School. The preliminary study 
given to this idea indicates that 
such a high school could give 
a much superior service to that 
now being given. It seems prob¬ 
able, too, that you would find 
on investigation that there 
would be a considerable finan¬ 
cial advantage. Certainly a great 
deal of the taxpayers’ money is 
now being wasted on duplica¬ 
tions of teachers’ time, class¬ 
room space, and equipment with 
very small grade 11 and 12 
classes in each of the Pass 
towns. 

It has been suggested that the 
first stage in the attack on such 
a building program should be 
a unification of the districts in 
the pass into some such organ¬ 
ization as a School Division. A 
Division is a union of districts 
which gives many advantages 
quite apart from the high school 
possibilities. Among such ad¬ 
vantages we might note: higher 
government grants, a more ef¬ 
fective system of securing 
teachers, and a chance to set up, 
at low cost to the local taxpay¬ 
ers, classes for handicapped 
children. I believe it is worth 
your very careful study.

Fire Bosses Unite 
In One Organization 


Drumheller Miner Elected 

Head of New Union 

A two-day meeting of all five 
bosses employed in the Alberta 
coal fields ended in the forma¬ 
tion of one union, known as the 
National Union of Fire Bosses, 
C.C.L., which will include both 
domestic and bituminous mine 
fire bosses. 

The new organization ends 
the split in union organization 
among the fire bosses who had 
formerly belonged to the West¬ 
ern Canada Fire Bosses’ Associ¬ 
ation, T.L.C., in the bituminous 
coal mining areas and to the 
National Union of Fire Bosses. 
C.C.L. in the domestic coal min¬ 
ing area. 

William Holowaituk, of Drum- 
heller, was elected president 
with Jack Mclsaac, of Blair- 
more, secretary-treasurer. 

The executive council will be 
comprised of Stan Baker, and 
Bill Steene, representing mines 
in the Edmonton area; Jacl; 
Sweeney, representing B. C. 
mines; William Yawaziwick, re¬ 
presenting the Lethbridge area; 
Bert Heenry and Joseph Petit, 
representing mines in Drumhel- 
ler area and John James and 
Tom Williams, representing the 
Nordegg area. 

The fire bosses, who are em¬ 
ployed in supervisory capacities 
as safety examiners in the coal 
mines, also decided to seek a 
welfare fund similar to that of 
District 18, United Mine Workers 
of America, C.C.L.

The regular supper meeting of 
the Coleman Lions was held in 
the Grand Union Dining Room 
on Monday evening when Serg- 
ent Murray, of the R.C.M.P. de¬ 
tachment, Blairmore, was the 
guest speaker.

At the completion of Sgt. Mur¬ 
ray’s address, members discuss¬ 
ed the burning issue of racial¬ 
ism and the animated manner 
in which the discussion was car¬ 
ried on indicates the tremend¬ 
ous amount of thought being 
given to this all important ques¬ 
tion, particularly in a country 
as cosmopolitan as Canada.

TOXOID STILL RATED 
TOP DIPHTHERIA 
PREVENTIVE 

Recent outbreaks of diphther¬ 
ia in southern Alberta which 
necessitated the closing of 
schools and the banning of 
public meetings in some dis¬ 
tricts serve as a reminder that 
toxoid is still the perfect diph¬ 
theria preventive, it is stated by 
the Health League of Canada. 
There would have been no out¬ 
breaks had those affected been 
properly immunized through 
toxoid injections. 

It seems a pity, the Health 
League says, that in this sup¬ 
posedly enlightened day and age 
that diphtheria should still be 
taking toll in death and sick¬ 
ness when medical science has 
provided harmless toxoid, a 
most efficient immunizing 
agent. It is true that the Al¬ 
berta outbreaks were isolated 
instances, but it is hoped, the 
Health League says, that they 
will provide food for thought 
among the thousands of Cana¬ 
dian parents who have neglect¬ 
ed to have their children im¬ 
munized against preventable 
diseases such as smallpox, diph¬ 
theria and whooping cough. 

The picture does have some 
bright sides, however, and just 
recently the Toronto Medical 
Officer of Health, Dr. Gordon 
Park Jackson, revealed that To¬ 
ronto was diphtheria-free in 
1948 — repeating the record- 
breaking year of 1940 when that 
city for the first time in its his¬ 
tory reported no cases of the di¬ 
sease. Toronto is the only city of 
its size in the world ever to go 


through one calender year with¬ 
out a case of diphtheria. 

“It is to be hoped that the, 
attainment of such a record will 
not induce the citizens of Tor¬ 
onto to become apathetic and 
indifferent where diphtheria is 
concerned,” the Health League 
says. “They should continue to 
remember that toxoid prevents 
diphtheria.” 

WILL URGE SUSPENSION 
LEVY ON MOTORISTS 

Action on the provincial gov¬ 
ernment’s special levy of $1.00 
on motorists for purposes of the 
Automobile Accident Indemnity 
Act is planned by officials of the 
Alberta Motor Association. 

This fund is now estimated to 
amount to $200,000 with claims 
against it being negligible since 
it was started in 1947. It was 
established to provide compen¬ 
sation to persons injured in 
motor car accidents. 

A.M.A. officials contend that 
motorists are entitled to relief 
from this continued impost. It 
is pointed out that Manitoba 
last year suspended collection 
of the fee while in Ontario the 
amount this year has been put 
at 50 cents additional for each 
license. 

The A.M.A. is preparing to 
make strong representations to 
the provincial government on 
the matter. These will be made 
prior to final government ac¬ 
tion on the budget for the next 
fiscal year which opens Feb. 1. 

With motorists now required 
to pay a high annual license 
fee, in addition to a nine cents 
a gallon gasoline tax, it is con¬ 
tended that some measure of 
relief from the extra levy for 
the Accident Fund should be 
forthcoming this year.

New Varieties 
Of Wheat 
Worthy Of Tests 


WINNIPEG.—Canadian plant 
breeders have developed four 
new varieties of wheat consid¬ 
ered worthy of further testing, a 
technical committee said after a 
meeting here. 

The breeders are members of the 
associate committee on plant breed¬ 
ing of the national research council 
and the federal department of agri¬ 
culture. 

A committee statement said a new. 
American wheat variety “has been 
field-tested throughout western Can¬ 
ada for three years and has been 
found to be highly desirable in dis¬ 
ease resistance, yield and straw 
strength.” 

The new wheat yields more than 
the Thatcher variety, but on the av¬ 
erage is a day later in maturing 
than the Marquis variety. 

“In addition,” said the statement, 
“three other highly promising varie¬ 
ties which have been tested exten¬ 
sively in western Canada during the 
last two years are being recommend¬ 
ed by the plant breeders for the com¬ 
mercial milling and baking tests.”

More Deaths, 
Fewer Births 

OTTAWA. — In line with other 
provinces, Manitoba and Saskatche¬ 
wan showed a small drop in births 
registered in 1948 according to a re¬ 
port by the Dominion bureau of sta¬ 
tistics. While the totals were below 
those in 1947, they exceeded all other 

Births in Canada numbered 345,- 

19 in 1948, of which 18,630 were ir 
Manitoba and 21,310 in Saskatche¬ 
wan. In 1947 there were 358,155 
births in Canada, with Manitoba 
having 20,406 and Saskatchewan 23,- 
267. Tlie drop was 3.5 per cent. 

Deaths rose to a new high during 
1948, while marriages decreased for: 
the second successive year, Deaths 
increased 2.5 per cent, to 119,470 
from 116,580 in 1947. Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan, however, showed a 
small • drop. 

Marriages totalled 123,367, com¬ 
pared with 127,149, a decrease of 2.8 
per cent. The number declined in 
all provinces except Saskatchewan. 

CANADA THIRD IN 
ACCEPTING REFUGEES 

LAKE SUCCESS, NY.—The Inter¬ 
national Refugees Organization re¬ 
ported Canada accepted the third 
largest number of war refugees of 
any country up to Jan. 1. 

Canada received 48,540 .refugees 
during the 18-njpnth period starting 
July 1, 1947, I.R.O. reported. Britain 
topped the list with 80,865 and Israel 
was second with 73,972.
